“Mr. Sullivan, the Democratic candi- 
date for senator, has had his whole career 
shaped by his part in the Ogden gas ordi- 
nance which practically thesolid press of 
the city at the time denounced. Indeed, 
this ordinance and the men engaged in 
passing it were denounced, in terms 80 
strong that I almost hesitate to quote 
them—the ordinance itself being stigma- 
tized as ‘unprecedented even in the vil- 
lainous history of the city council by the 
Evening Post, and ‘among the most 
transperent sandbagging measures ever 
brought into the city council,’ by the Rec- 
ord, and as ‘ reeking with corruption’ Tum 
TRIBUNE and those who passed it were as- 
sailed as being corrupt ringsters and as 
engaged in ‘shamelees brigandage, by the 
Daily News and the Times-Herald.

Sherman and Franchise Steals. 

“The foundation for Mr. Sherman's 
whole political career was laid when 
in the legislature he was one of the most 
prominent supporters of the so-called 
Allen law. The Allen law was passed in 
e interest of Yerkes and Lorimer to 
nfer upon city councils the right to 
grant fifty year franchises. Mr. Sher- 
man at the same session was foremost 
in supporting certain other bills, known 
as the ‘gas frontage’ and gas con- 
solidation bills,“ which Mr. Sullivan from 
outside in the lobby of the leg slature 
also effectively supported, as I see stated 
in the Times-Herald of that date. 
“ Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE and the Times- 
Herald denounced the men who passed 
these bills as ‘ perjured boodlers’ and 
as representing ‘lobbery, corruption, 
and gang influence.’ 
The Chicago Record on June 5, 1897, 
editorially listed those who voted for the 
Allen bill, including Lawrence Y. Sher- 
man, and said: 
Let every citizen keep these names 


in mind. They tand for what ie worst 


in the history ot the legislature. The 
legislators who voted for the Yerkes- 
Allen bill have lost all claim to considera- 
tion as men fit to hold office: If ever the 
time comes that one of these men asks 
for the votes of the people again his 
record on the Allen bill will be on hand to 
defeat him.“ 

The most aggressive defender of pop- 
ular rights and the most caustic critic 
of the recent legislature who passed the 
Allen law was Joseph Medill in the col- 
umns of Tun CHIcAco TRIBUNE. THE 
TRIBUNE in its editorial of Jan. 8. 1899, 
spoke of Mr. Sherman in gnguage Tal- 
most hesitate to quote, saying that be 
has the support of the traction companies 
which in Chicago buy up aldermen to get 
franchises and jurors to escape verdicts 
for damages and in Springfield buy up 
legislators to get friendly speakers and 
bad laws. The Republican party ought 
to be saved fr the disgrace and defeat 
which are impending.’ The Reoord-Her- 
ald in an editorial of the same day spoke 
of him as—‘ recognized throughout the 
state as the champion of private as op:

Allen Bill Not a Mere Incident. 

„Remember that the Allen law was not 
an incident in the career of Mr. Sherman. 
It conditioned his action as speaker when 
he appointed the author of the law as 
charman of the judiciary committee. It 
conditioned his election as senator in 1913. 
In that legislature*not one of the three 
parties had a majority. 

„% Mr. Sherman endeavored to secure a 
junction of Progressives with the Re- 
publicans, including the Lorimer Re- 
publicans, to elect himself and one of the 
Progressives. Mr. Sherman said of his 
plan to Senator Jones in the presence of 
his own manager and of Mr. McCormick—

No 
president can follow any other course, 

The majority of my appointees were 
postmasters—almost all of whom were 
appointed without personal knowledge 
on my part, but on the recommendations 
of other men. In a numberof cases it 
happens under every president that the 
man recommended to him and who re- 
ceives his appointment is atterwards 
shown to be an unworthy man. 

Ot the postmasters | appointed, I my- 
self afterwards removed for various 
Offenses, such, for instances, as em bezzle- 
ment, a considerable number—probably 
200 or 800. (Parenthetically, I may re- 
mark that. while I was president, there 
was no need for raising the cry to turn 
the rascals out,’ inaemuch as 1 turned 
them out myself.) 

**Kach man whom I thus removed for 
emibezziement hed in his possession an 
engraved certificate of appointment of 
precisely the same character as that 
which Mr. Sherman speaks of my having 
given him.

FOR HIGH PRICES 


Chairman of Federal Com- 
mittee Says Meat Ani- 
mals Are Decreasing, 


RANCHES OVERSTOCKED 


The assertion by the packing industry 
that the present high prices of beef and 
pork are caused by an alarming decrease 
in the production of meat antmals in this 
country was given a partial stamp of 
approval yesterday by the federal com- 
mittee appointed to investigate meat 
prices. 

This came in the way of an official com- 
munication from Dr. Beverly T. Gallo- 
way. chairman of the federal committee. 
to the American Meat Packers’ associa- 
tion at the opening session of ite annual 
convention at the Hotel La Galle yester- 
day. 

Dr. Galloway reports the number of 
meet animals is decreasing relatively witn 
our increasing population. He says the 
small butcher is rapidly disappearing and 
the tendency is toward centralised 
siaughtering. 

Change in Ranch Situation. 

Among the reasons named by the fed- 

eral committee for this decrease in pro- 
duction of meat animals is the big change 
that has taken place in the western ranch 
situation. Dr. Galloway aseerts that 
much of the best western ranch land is 
now overstocked. 
The federal committee i to continue 
its investigation into the production of 
meat animals in the United States and 
foreign countries, whose products com- 
pete with American meat. The investiga- 
tion will also be made into the methods 
of siaugitering, distributing, and mar- 
keting meat in the United Btates. 


Too Many Regulations. 

Too many conflicting regulations by 
national and state governments are the 
cause of much needless expense in the 
packing industry, according to James 
Craig Jr., president of the American Meat 
Packers’ association. in his address at the 
opening of the convention yesterday. 

“Shipments of products from Detroit 
to Minneapolis,” said Mr. Craig, “‘ may 
comply with the federal laws and the 
laws of Minnescta and yet may violate 
the laws of Wisconsin and North Da- 
kote.”” He said the packing industry 
would welcome the day when ite business 
would be amenable only to United States 
government regulation, 

F. A. Murray of the Wall Street Jour- 
nal told the packers they had courted pub-

VILLA TELLS U.S. 
HE IS FOR PEACE 


Will Support Any Provi- 
sional Government Me- 
diators Set Up. 


HERO OF CONVENTION. 


Washington, D. C. Oct: 19.—Gen. Villa 
has informed the United States govern- 
mem that unless something unforeseen 
oocurs hostilities in Mexico are at an end 
and that he will support any provisiona! 
government set up by the national con- 
vention at Aguas Calientes. 

Villa said he would not accept Carranta 
as provisional president, but was satisfied 
he would not be chosen. The general un- 
derstanding on all sides has been that Car- 
range himeelf does not desire to be pro- 
visional president, wishing to be free to 
enter the presidential race in the succeed- 
ing election. 


Villa Pledges Suppert. 

The latest’ official reports to the state 
department describe in detail the visit last 
Saturday of Gen. Villa to the convention 
at Aguas Calientes. When the command- 
er of the division of the north arrived sus- 
picions were awakened as to his purpose, 
but wheat he addressed the convention all 
doubt was removed. 

Gen. Villa said he came to pledge his 
support to the acts of the convention and 
to take the oath and that he wanted to go 
on record so that no one could ever say 
that he was unpetrioctic. He was received 
with storms of applause. Later he em- 
braced Gen. Obregon, over whom Villa's 
break with Carranza occurred recently. 

As the two generals greeted each other 
effusively the convention went wild with 
joy. Gen. Villareal, chairman of the con- 
vention, made a speech, saying the coun- 
try owes a debt of gratitude te Gen. 
Villa's military achievementa, but that 
they are as nothing compared to his 
patriotiem. Then Gen. Villa wrote his 
name on the Mexican flag. as dd al © 
other delegates, and kissed the banner, 
pledging again amid a storm ot applause 
to abide by the decisions of the conven- 
tion, Villa departed soon afterward for 
Guadalupe, saying that he did not desire 
his presence in Aguas Calientes to be 
misinterpreted. 

The convention is awaiting the arrival 
of delegates from Gen. Zapata, aud it is 
reported here that the southern chief him- 
self may attend the assembly. 


Carranza Defies Conference. 

Mexico City, Oct. 19.—Gen. Carranza 
has received n> answer to his telegram 
demanding of the Aguas Calientes con- 
vention an expianation of by what au- 
thority that body had assumed supreme 
command of the government. The mes- 
sage informed the delegates to the con- 
vention that sole power of government 
would rest in Gen. Carransa’s hands 
until the voice of the people decided oth- 
erwise. 

Gen. Carranza has not yet resigned as 
head of the government, nor will be do 
so, according to an official statement is- 
sued by his private secretary tonight. 


JAMES T. BRADY DEAD; 
NOTED CRIMINAL LAWYER. 


Attornéy Who Figured in Many 
Sensational Trials Succumbs to 
Attack of Pneumonia. 


James T. Brady, one of Chicago's most 
widely known criminal lawyers, died at 
the City Hall Square hotel yesterday 
afternoon, following a brief iliness. Dur- 
ing the twenty years that he was a men- 
ber ot the: Chicago bar, he took part in 
scores of the most sensational criminal 
trials held in the city. Many of thom 
were labor cases. 

Mr. Brady was stricken with pneu- 
monia two weeks ago, but left his bed to 
take part in thé défense of two men 
charged with burning to defraud, M. L. 
Fox and D. I. Feisenthal. He became 
seriously ill last Thursday and his death 
was expected from Saturday night on. 
He was 46 years old.

The Rev. John P. Haire, a life long 
friend of Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, and said 
to have been one of the most widely read 
man in Chicago, died yesterday at the 
home of his son-in-law; B. O. Levinson, 
4049 Lake Park avenue.

EVANSTON CHARITY HEAD 
MAKES ANNUAL REPORT. 


Superintendent Shows That 947 
Families Were Aided During the 
Year Ending Oct. 1. 


The annual report of Ruth Bent, super- 
intendent of the Central association of 
Evanston charities, for the year ending 
Oct. 1, showe that the organisation has 
cared for and aided members of 447 fami- 
lies. Of this number 146 of the families 
were new Cases to the Pvanston organiza- 
tion. The figures submitted by the super- 
intendent shows that forty-two widows, 
nineteen single women, nineteen deserted 
Wives, sixteen women separated from 
their husbands, twenty-three single men, 
twelve of them residents of Evanston, 
seven widowers, seven divorced women, 
and three unmarried mothers were among 
those cared for.

N some instances the springs are wide 

ly known resorts used by people suf- 

fering especially from kidney trouble, 

and some have won their reputations 

as bottied waters Taking it all In all, 

I am disposed to believe that these low 

mineral waters have achieved more repu- 

tation as healing wat: "s than any other 
group in this country. 

Our people seem especially to drink 
abundantly of simple spring water. At 
the head of this list stand the waters 
from Waukesha, Wis. According to the 
analysis given by Crook these waters av- 
erage about thirty grains of mineral to 
the gallon, most of which are bicarbon- 
ates and carbonates, and, therefore, of 
little medicinal value. For example, 
Chandler’s analysis of Bethesda gives it 
thirty-five grains of salts, of which seven- 
teen grains are the neutral bicarbonate of 
calcium. 

I trust that before long the state will 
assume direction of the Waukesha 
springs. Nothing could be done that 
would serve betier to promote them.

Stafford Springs, Miss., according te 
Prof. Mets of Tulane university, carries 
but twenty grains to the gallon, of which 
fourteen are calcium bicarbonate. 

The water at Poland Springs, Me. 
comes from a bed of gneiss, the oldest of 
the sedimentary rocks. It probably has 
traveled a long distance through insolu- 
ble rocks, for it is coid and free from both 
organic and mineral matter. A galion of 
it contains less than four grains of min- 
eral matter, of which one grain and a 
half are inert calcium carbonate and an- 
other grain ia still more inert sand. 

Glen Summit Springs, Luzerne county, 
Pa, is still freer from mineral matter. 
According te Prof Dean, a Fallon of it 
only contains a grain of mineral, half of 
which ts Inert lime salts, 

The Pure spring at Cresson contains 
only one grain and a quarter of mineral 
to the gallon. Springs of this type abound 
in America,

A desirable water for table purposes te 
one charged with gas, but that contains 
little chemical or some gas yielding salt. 
like bicarbonate of sodium. Vichy le a 
fairly good iNustration of a water of this 
type. 

Ravenden Springs, Ark., contain a smal! 
dose of salt and are moderately charged 
with gas. Ukiah Vichy Springs, in Call- 
fornia, are even more heavily charged 
with gas than those of Vichy. Crook says 
of them: 

Their chemical composition closely ro- 
sembies that of the celebrated Vichy 
springs of France, and their physiological 
effect on the human economy is practic- 
ally identical with that exercised by those 
waters.“

American Bar Association Gets 
Committee Report Tomorrow 


WANTS ACT MADE OVER. 


Prof. Freand of Chicago University 
Heads Protesting Body. 


{BY A STAT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct, 19.—({Specdial.)— 
Prof. Ernest Freund of the University of 
Chicago, chairman of the standing com- 
mittee on taxation of the American Bar 
association, will submit to that body on 
Wednesday a report from his committee 
strongly condemning the federal income 
tax law and recommending that it be 
completely reconstructed. 

“It ia extremely undesirable that ad- 
ministrative powers of regulation, not 
strictly warranted by law, and loose judi- 
cial construction should be demanded 
and condoned on the plea that the law as 
written is unworkable or contrary to jus- 
tice and good sense, the report says. 

Should Be Understandable. 

“Apart from specific defecta, the 
structure and language of the act as a 
whole is open to the gravest objection. A 
revision of the law shoulda, therefore, ex- 
tend to its form as well as to its eub- 
stance. 

“The entire get should be reconstruct- 
ed, and there should be placed upon the 
statute book an income tax law 80 ar- 
ranged and expressed as to be convenient 
for reference, consistent in all its parts, 
and capable of being understood by a 
citizen of average intelligence.”

Following Yale’s defeat of Notre Dame 
on Saturday by a score of 2 to d, comes 
the newe that the Eli athietic authori- 
ties are considering the advisability of 
scheduling at least one big game a year 
with a representative western eleven. 

The football advisers at Yale have sent 
out a confidential letter to Harvard, Penn- 
syivenia, and several other eastern 
schools, asking their opinion on the sub- 
ject and their experiences in staging con- 
tests with western teams. 

Chicago, Michigan, Wisconsin, and IIli- 
noise are understood to be the teams which 
Yale would consider for games. 


Follow Lead of Others. 
With Harvard and Pennsyivania play- 
ing Michigan, and with Princeton con- 
sidering the advisability of taking on a 


Strong western opponent, the Elis feel 


they should not get behind the times. 

There is something more than a desire 
to bring about a test between the east 
and west in the proposed undertaking, 
according to the alumni. There ig the 
benefit of indirect advertising. With the 
growth of western football and theatten- 
tion bestowed by western newspapers on 
their home teams, and a consequent cur- 
tailment in the amount of news devoted 
to eastern teams, alumni of some of the 
big eastern schools assert there is a 
tendency on the part of promising western 
preparatory school material to matricu- 
late in a western college. Intersectional 
games would attract material to the east- 
ern colleges, assert the alumni. 


Maroons Stick to West. 
Pennsylvania and Cornell were pioneers 
in the western football field. Penn ani 


Cornell still play the Ann Arbor eleven with 
games alternating on the respective gridirons. 
Chicago also has met Cornell and Penn in the 
past, but now confines its games to conference 
colleges. 

Uniess Yale will agree to play return games 
with any conference eleven invited to go ta 
New Haven, it is unlikely contests will take 
place. When Harvard offered Chicago a game 
for this fall, the reply of the faculty was that 
a trip te Cambridge would take the players 
away from their studies too long and that inter- 
sectional contests were not looked on with 
favor at present. The real reason ie under 
stood to be Harvard's unwillingness to promise 
a return game. Michigan later accepted the 
Hervard date. 

Yale’s letter to the other untversitiee fe taken 
to mean that Yale, Harvard. and Princeton 
probably will reach an agreement on the 
subject of granting return games to western 
elevens, Such contests held in the west would 
be a wonderful stimulus,to western football, 
which is enjoying one 
seasons this fall.

If anything wrong develops, I 
shall set vigorously. Nothing can be 
known, however, until the work on the 
books is completed.
